This opinion was expressed by the 
Court in a decision granting a divorce 


cecree today to Mrs. Berenice Jennings 


Shevlin, formerly of St. Louis, and de- 


nying the decree sought by her husband, 
Sylvanus Shevlin, in his cross bill. 


The suit attracted much attention 
torrough the wife’s request for temporary 
c'imony, in which she stated that a 
woman cannot dress ‘‘modestly’’ in St. 
Louis on less than $600 a year. 

In his cross-bill Shevlin charged that 
his wife went to cafes and drank with 
other men, and that she played poker, 
sitting up until late at night. 

Judge Defends Late Hours. 

Judge Stewart stated, in passing on 
the” cross-bill, that the: poker-playing 
allegation was the only one which Shev- 
lin had substantiated by testimony... He 
then gave his reasons for believing that 
the charge was not such a serious one, 
anyway. He said the game becomes 
sc absorbing that the flight of time is 
unnoticéd and the loser is prompted to 
continue by the hope of winning. Late 
Lours, in connection With a poker game, 
are not unnatural, he added, 

Mrs. Shevlin introduced testimony to 
shew that she played poker in the pres- 
ence of her husband and at the same 
‘table with him, and that other women 
were in the game. 

Gets Back Alimony. 

Shevlin originally filed her suit 
in Kirksville, and @btained an order 
from Judge Shelton for $60 a month 
temporary alimony. This was less than 
she demanded, as she argued that she 
needed at least $50 a month for clothes, 
and she could hardly subsist on the re- 
maining $10. She alleged that her hus- 
band, a liquor salesman, was. worth 
$25,000 and earned $300 a month. 

The temporary alimony was not paid, 
and a change of venue was taken by 
the husband’s lawyers. But Judge 
Stewart ordered Shevlin to pay the back 
alimony, of which $900 has become due, 
and $100 a month in future. The wife's 
maiden name, Jennings, was restored.

fhe Ohio Senator declared at the our- 
set that the Sherman anti-trust law was 
*pecific in its authority to press such a 
suit against conspirators who restrain 
trade. He contended that the lawyers’ 
foubts of the meaning of the statute 
were ‘‘in proportion to the size of the 
fees they receive from their clients,’’ 
and that the interpretation of the law 
by the Supreme Court of the United 
States was clear. 

The Statute Vindicated. ' 

“Now, with these plain findings of fact 
and conclusions by the court that this 
statute has been violated;”’ he _ said, 
‘what reason can be given by any 

worn court official for not continuing 

is fight against them in order to bring 
them to the bar of justice? 

‘What excuse can any luwmaker 
any executive official give to the people 
of this country for a failure to en- 
force this law, when they are every day 
exerting themselves to punish infrac- 
tions of the law against other trans- 
gressors with less money and less in- 
fluence at their command? 

“A decent sense of self-respect re- 
quires the Government either to enforce 
this law or repeal it.’’ 

Declaring that if criminal prosecutions 
had been undertaken when the law was 
first enforced there would have been no 
such concentration .of power as ex- 
emplified by either of the two corpora- 
tions under discussion. 

Pomerehe said that the ruling of the 
Supreme Court inust be followed up 
quickly in the most vigorous fashion 
“or the fruits of those victories wil] 
be lost to the Government and to the 
people.’’ 

“Speaking for myself,” he said, “I 
ihink it is high time that the American 
people. should understand whether the 
stars and stripes are to be the emblem 
ef their power and authority, or whether 
their emblem shall be the af] barrel or 
the tobacco tag.”’ 

The Senator summarized the opin- 
ions of the Supreme Court in both 
cases and contended that they dis- 
closed the fact that both corporations 
and their officials had been violat- 
ing the law since its passage in 1890. 
He declared there was precedent for 
the resolution of instruction to the 
Attorney-General, inasmuch as the 
latter had failed to undertake the 
criminal litigation although it is pro- 
vided for in the anti-trust law. 

Power of Congress. 

“The Attorney-General is but a crea- 
ture of the law,” he said. ‘His office 
was created by Congress. He is clothed 
with such powers and required to per- 
form such duties as Congress sees fit to 
demand of him. 
| “It can add or it can take @way from 
those powers whenever in its ;@dgment, 
‘it is deemed proper. It is not proposed 
,this resolution shall have the same 
‘ force and effect as a statute, but it is 
proposed to declare to the Department of 
'Justice in no uncertain way that the 
‘Congress which made him and clothed 
“him with power is cognizant of the fact 
that the law has been«violated; that the 
court nas declared, for 21 years, no 
respect has been paid by any of those 
defendants to the provisions of the law, 
and that, in the judgment of Congress, 
he ought to begin these criminal pro- 
ceedings and prosecute, and the resolu- 
tion instructs him so to do in order that 
the majesty of the law may be pre- 
‘served.’ 

Senator Pomerene closed with an ap- 
peal to the Senate for support for the 
resolution.

Barnes, Mrs. Isabella D. Walsh, mother 
of Julius S. Walsh, and Mrs.-. Emily 
Smith, wife of Charles Bland Smith. 
Chenie’s sisters were Mrs. Julia Chenie 
Cabanne and Mrs. Ellsworth Smith.

Chenie’s mother died in 1887, leaving 
an estate in which the two largest 
items, the Milford Hotel property on 
Sixth street, and 105 acres on Skinker 
road, opposite Yorest Park, are valued 
at $500,000 each. 

She had not approved of Chenie’s con- 
duct and his associates, and while she 
bequeathed the bulk of her property to 
her daughters, Mrs. Cabanne and Mrs. 
Elisworth Smith, she provided only the 
%-a-month income for her son. Dr. 
Ellsworth Smith Jr., as trustee, was to 
pay this amount, and/he has made these 
rayments regularly to Chenie since. 

Mrs. Barnes died in October, 1889. She 
had considered that her sister, Mrs, 
Chenie, had not provided sufficiently 
for her son, and when Mrs. Barnes’ will 
was read it was found that Chenie in- 
berited one-ninth o% the estate, or prop- 
erty valued at $30,000. 

It was then, his suit alleges, that 
members of the family persuaded 
him to sign a power of attorney, giv- 
ing John Harrington contrel of the 
property. Harringcon served as an 
intermediary and conveyed Chenie’s 
$30,000 share in the estate to Charles 
Bland Smith, who in turn made ar- 
rangements by which Dr. Ellsworth 
Smith Jr. should pay Chente $30 a 
month as his income from the prop- 
erty. 

This made Chenie’s income $55 a 
month, and as he was able-bodied at 
that time, he managed to get along. 
Twelve years ago his wife divorced 
him, and more than a year afterward 
he married his landlady’s daughter. 

Hard to Get Along. 

After his wife's voice failed, Chenie 
found it difficult to live om $55 a 
month, and last August he filed suit, 
through Attorney Carpenter, to set 
aside the deed of trust by which his 
share in the Barnes estate had been 
removed from his control. His pur- 
pose was to get back the $30,000. 

His income was paid to him as usual 
in August and the following month, 
but in Octcber he received only $25, his 
share from his mother’s estate. He 
then learned tha: Dr. Smith did not in- 
tend to pay him any further revenue 
from. his apnt'’s estate weile he con- 
tinued his suit.

They admitted they did not know 
what a ‘schindluler’ was, but both as- 
serted that the manner in which Kempf 
projected it over his fence was terri- 
ble. They declared they were so fright- 
ened that they ran and told their aunts. 
They said their aunés, although Ger- 
man, were puzzled over the harsh word 
which they agreed must be an epithet. 
He determined that Kempf should 
be prosecuted and a complaint was reg- 
istered. 

Kempf, when placed on the stand, de- 
clared “‘schindluder’’meant, in effect, a 
rascal. He said he did not use it to- 
ward the young women, but against a 
black cat that came under his fence 
with one of his young chickens in his 
mouth. His explanation .was not satis- 
factory and a German dictionary was 
sent for. 

In the meantime spectators in the 
court—some of them old.German resi- 
dents of the county—tried to give a 
satisfactory explanation of the -word. 
Many differed as to its meaning. The 
dictionary pronounced “‘schindluder”’ to 
mean a jaded ass. Justice Werremeyer 
decided to seek further authorities. He 
will decide the case next Thursday.

which Hever has occupied during his 
wife’s absence. 

While Mrs. Hever and members of 
the family freely admitted that she 
had come back with the intention of 
nursing her invalid husband back to 
health, the circumstancés surrounding 
the separation, the reason for her 
long absence and the events leading 
up to the reconciliation were care- 
fully guarded secrets. The four chil- 
dren, whom’ their mother’ brought 
with her from Pittsburg, where she 
has been living with her mother, Mrs. 
Lucy Coleman Carnegie, were play- 
ing about the lawn and showed bx 
their faces that the change in the 
family plans is a most agreeable one 
to them. 

Live in Pretty Cottage. 

The Hever cottage is a beautiful 
English villa in the fashionable Bays- 
water section of Far Rockaway. It 
is situated in the center of an acre 
plot and the house is completely con- 
cealed from .the street by the shrub- 
bery of an English park. 

Mr. Hever is confined to his bed, 
being paralyzed from the waist down.

IN POST-DISPATCH 
SLOGAN CONTEST 


Doubled Prize, Now $500, and 
Reopening Competition, Calls 
Them Out. 





JUDGES ARE AT WORK 





Best of Ones First Submitted and 
Recent Arrivals Are All Be- 
ing Considered. 


The Post-Dispatch $500 prize contest | 
for a St. Louis slogan closed at noon 
Thursday. The slogans received up to 
that time, since the reopening of the 
contest two weeks before, numbered 
nearly 10,000. 

The committee in charge of the award 
has held three meetings since the com- 
petition was reopened, and by reading a 
large number of the new slogans, have 
discarded those obviously unfit, 
have saved the best and briefest. 

These, with the best of the 17,000 slo- 


gans sent in for the original prize of- 
fer of $250, will be considered by the 
committee within the next 10 days, and 
the decision will be announced at the 
earliest possible time. 

The original contest, for which the 
Post-Dispatch offered a $260 prize, 
brought 17,000 offerings. Each contest- 
ant was allowed to submit any number 
of slogans. 

Contest Was Reopened, 

The committee of 27 judges divided the 
17,000 slogans emong them, and each se- 
lected some 50 which seemed to him most 
suitable. The collection thus formed was 
carefully examined by the judges, and 
they recommended that the contest be 
reopened, that each contestant be lim- 
ited to one slogan, and that the demand 
be for brevity, with the words ‘St. 
Louis’\ not considered as a necessary 
part ofithe slogan. 

The Post-Dispatch accepted this 
recommendation, and doubted its prize 
offer. The volume of letters received 
Jas been larger than during the longer 
period of the former contest, but owing 
to the one-slogan restriction, the total 
number of phrases offered has been 
less. 


LEHMANN FOR 
FEDERAL CONTROL 


St. Louisan Points Advantages 
in Address at the University 
of Virginia. 

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., June 15.— 
Corporations engaged in interstate busi- 
ness should be under Federal control. 
Such was the policy advocated by Fred- 
erick W. Lehmann, Solicitor-General of 
the United States, in an adddress last 
evening to the graduating class at the 
University of Virginia. 

The great influence of the corpora- 
tions on business operations, was indi- 
cated by Lehmann. Yet little had been 
done by the Government in the way of 
regulating the corporations save to keep 
a watchful eye‘upon ‘the banks: Though 
public utility corporations had been 
regulated as to their service and 
charges, no supervision over their capi- 
talization or their internal affairs had 
been directed.

Daly to play any more of his pieces 


here or in America. Daly said to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent: 
“As sO many rumors are afloat I wish 
to say regarding my season in America 
next year that, apart from Mr. Shaw’s 
attitude as to whether he * ill have mé 
in his plays or not, I should not have 
appeared, acting: on the advice of 
friends, including George Tyler and F. 
C. Whitney. I have decided to stay 
here acting until October, 1912, when I 
Shall return to America. That decision 
I made soon after opening here. 
“Whatever Mr. Shaw’s reasons, they 
must be good.’ I have no desire to in- 
fluence him in any way. Regarding my 
fitness for the parts, the London critics 
have decided that, as have the Ameri- 
can press and public. Of the seven 
Shaw plays I produced in America, only 
cone was a financial failure. 
“Having appeared in the parts, I 
thought I had a moral Hen to play 
them in London. I told the interview- 
ere so. Therefore, I am distressed be- 
cause I cannot keep my word with the 
Tondon public.’’ 
Being asked if he is on speaking terms 
with Mr. Shaw, Mr. Daly reflected be- 
fore answering: 
“If I had a funny story 
probably tell it to Shaw.’’ 
Shaw Discusses the Situation. 
Bernard Shaw said to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent: 
“The original announcement was that 
Mr. Daly. would play in several] of my 
piays in London. Mr. Daly repeated 
that rather freely, but quite honestly, 
rot understanding the London season. 
He didn’t know that at the utmost 
‘Arms and the Man’ could only run to 
Coronation. The Criterion, indeed, will 
te one of the last theaters to close for 
the season. 
“Daly’s performance wag? very favor- 
ably received in the London press and 
under the circumstances it is hard to 
ask Mr. Whitney to incur the expense 
of producing other plays for a few 
weeks. I have no doubt that it has 
disappointed Mr. Daly as an artist. 
“As regards Mr. Daly’s return to 
America, it is clearly his business to 
go ahead and produce some new plays. 
He admits himself that he has played 
mine to rags. 
“After all, the hero in ‘Candida’ is a 
strippling of 18. Mr. Daly, whatever 
his cleverness, is not a stripling. The 
time has not yet cOme when Mr. Daly 
need ride his old battle horses to death. 
Mr. Daly has recently come around to 
that view. 
“For an actor or an author to tell 
what happened at rehearsals is an un- 
heard of thing, but Mr. Daly won’t mind 
me telling this. He is se enthusiastic 
an artist fhat he thinks he knows not 
only how his own part should be played, 
but also all the other’ parts. One day at 
rehearsal I proposed something which 
didn’t: convince him and he exclalmed: 
‘My God! Here I am. I’ve produced 
seven plays -by Bernard Shaw and do 
you mean to tell me I don’t know how 
to produce them beter than you?’

manded a hearing from the board. The 
committee offers to prove that the peo-

sulted by the boara nor notified that 
such action was contemplated, and that 
the destruction o® the Peabody School 
will work a great hardship upon prop- 
erty owners, as well as upon the chil- 
dren in the district.
